Association. The lockout will be 


effective tonight until the employes

The lockyuut order w in reply 
to a recent announcemen ‘that the 
union would soon open its own $1,- 
000,000 sleaning and dyeing plant 
to compete for the city’s $35,000,- 
000 annual cleaning business. 

Thé Masters’ Association is com- 
posed of community tailors and 
independent operators who send 
their cleaning and dyeing work to 
a central plant. 

J. L.. Friedman, president of the 
association, said it was the first 
time to his knowledge that a union 
had entered an industry on a com- 
petitive basis with firms employ- 
ing members of the union. He 
asserted that Ben A. Abrams, pres- 
ident of the union, was the actual] 
owner of the new plant and had 
obtained the necessary money by 
assessments of union members. 

It was stated recently that the 
union was-under suspension by the 
American Federation of Labor for 
non-payment of dues. . 

The masters’ move came after 
years of struggle. marked by van- 
dalism; murder, extortion and ter- 
rorism, for supremacy in the clean- 
ing and dyeing field. Besides the 
Masters’ Association, most of the 
city’s work is done by the Cen- 
tral Cleaners’ and Dyers’ Associa- 
tion, reputedly backed by George

Its head is Wilbur 
Burton Foshay, 48, who came here 
in 1915 from the Pacific coast, 
where the company has extensive 
holdings: Previously he had been. 
in the East, railroading and work- 
ing for other public utility ¢com- 
panies. 

After building up a. $10,000,000 
concern, which included. p-operties 
in Minnesota, South Dakota, Kan- 
sas and other States. the company’! 
sold out to Eastern interests, but 
immediately turned to welding an- 
other business chain which Foshay 
appraised at nearly $25,000,000 in 
1925.

TELLS HOW HOOVER SURVEY 
BOARD WILL AID INDUSTRY 


Chairman Says Distribution Census 
Will Help Show Demand : 
for Products. 
By the Associated Press, 

BOSTON, Nov. 1.—The indus- 
tries of the country will be aided 
by the.work of President Hoover's 
committee appointed to study prob- | 
lems of distribution, Frederick M. 
Feiker told the National Associa- 
tion of Cotton Manufacturers yes- 
terday, because a basis of facts will 
be set up which will help them in 
the control of the demand for their 
products. 

Feiker, chairman of the commit- 
tee, explaining the relation of its 
work to the cotton industry, said: 

“A profitable business appears 
to be one in which the manage- 
ment has secured some control over 
supply and demand through ad- 
vance knowledge. Those industries 
which are apparently best ‘in bal- 
ance’ are those in which produc- 
tion and sales have been matched. 

“The coming census of distribu- 
tion which is to be taken up by 
the Government will have its pri- 
mary value in sétting up a basis of 
facts which will aid in the control 
of demand.” 

One of the main objects in .view, 
he explained, was the gaining of a 
statistical picture of the number of 
distributors classified as to class, 
size, number of employes and vol- 
ume of business.

‘His notes, as repeated yesterday, 
describe scenes of great disorder, 
with the mob clamoring for holy 
war on the Jews despite calming 
words from the Grand Mufti and 
from Sheik Hassan Abu Saud. Sev- 
eral sheiks called the leaders of 
the rioters traitors, the Sergeant 
deciared. 
According to Subhy's account, 
the climax came when communist 
proclamations, printed in both He- 
brew and Arabic, were thrown into 
the mob, which then rushed down 
the newly-built passage to the 
Walling Wall and through other 
passages leading into the old sec- 
tion of the city. : 

The proclamation, allegedly 
broadcast by the Grand Mufti in 
Nablus, calling upon Moslems to 
go to Jerusalem and fight the Jews 
Aug. 23, was read into the records. 

Counsel for the Arabs, M. Stoker, 
and Sir Boyd Merriman, counsel for 
the Zionists, gave detailed outlines 
of their cases. Stoker said the Bal- 
four declaration was a breach of 
British promises to the Arabs made 
at various times since 1915, and 
that Zionist propaganda was re- 
sponsible for the outbreaks. 
_ Merriman directly accused Chief 
Secretary Lake, who was in charge 
of the Government here during the 
early rioting in the absence of High 
Commissioner Chancellor, for in- 
difference to the situation and fail- 
ure to take preventive measures. 
He declared the outbreak was pre- 
meditated and was known through- 
out the entire country. > |

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Luther Berwick, 23 years old, was 
CHARLES H. WACKER DIE?

CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—Charles H. 
Wacker, called the father of Chi- 
cazo’s beautification program, died 
yesterday at Lake Geneva of bron- 
chial pneumonia, He was 73 years 
old. 

Wacker was the youngest mem- 
ber of the committee which organ- 
ized the world’s fair of 1893 and 
became the first chairman of the 
Chicago Plan ‘Commission when 
that body was formed ‘in 1909.

He was 
educated at the University of 
Stuttgart and the University of Ge- 
neva and traveled extensively in 
Europe.

City Counselor Muench said to- 
day he would make an inquiry to 
‘learn. why the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. no. longer pays any 
franchise tax on that part of its 
system formerly known as the Jef- 


ferson Avenue Railroad Co. This 
is the Jefferson line between Palm 
street and Geyer avenue. 

The fact that the company pays 
no franchise tax on this line was 
called to the attention of the Trans- 
portation Survey Commission last 
Comptroller Nolte. 
Muench said this was his first in- 
formation that the city was not 
collecting any franchise tax on this 
line. - He had understood that the 
company paid a tax under the St. 
Louis Transit Co. franchise which 
it claimed éxtended the right to 
operate that line after the ex- 
piration of the original Jefferson 
avenue franchise Feb. 6, 1912. 

The last franchise tax paid on 
this Iine wad $9817.23 Jan. 10, 
1912, being three per cent of gross 
receipts for the preceding year. 
Nearly $10,000 Yearly Loss to City 

Thus the city loses nearly $19,- 
000 a year in revenue which, of 
course, if collected would be paid 
by the car riders out of fares, as 
are all franchise taxes and other 
taxes levied against the street car 
company. The company, however, 
continues to operate that particular 
line, using the public streets, claim- 
ing rights under other franchises, 
one of which is the St. Louis Trans- 
it Co. grant running until 1939. 

The Transit Co. franchise pro- 
vided that any one of a number 
of specifically named companies, or 
the St. Louis Transit Co., might 
purchase and operate. the other 
companies and any intersecting 
lines, and that the purchaser 
should pay the sums then required 
by ordinance to be paid by any 
of the individual companies, but 
did not impose any new franchise 
tax. 

Dropped Under Compromise. 

When the Jefferson avenue 
franchise expired the city filed 
suit to compel the then United 


Railways Co. to show by what 
right it was continuing to oper- 
ate the line. The company claimed 
rights under both the Transit Co. 
franchise and the Central Traction 
grant running until 1948. 

Circuit Judge Cave held that the 
Transit Co. franchise applied .to 
the line, extending its rights until 
1939, but that the Central Trac- 
tion ordinance did not. The city 
appealed to the State Supreme 
Court where the case lay dormant 
until 1919 when it was dismissed 
by the city in carrying out the 
United Railways comprontise. 

This gave undisputed effect to 
Judge Cave’s decision, an asso- 
ciate city counselor having agreed 
in a stipulation that it was the in- 
tent to recognize the validity of the 
Transit Co. franchise as extending 
the company’s rights on all its 
lines until 1939. 

Although the city thus accepted 
extension of the Jefferson avenue 
franchise it made go move, nor has 
it since made any move, to collect 
the franchise tax on this line pro- 
vided for in the original franchise. 
One view is that if the franchise 
is alive the tax is alive and should 
be paid and if the city is not able 
to céllect the tax the line is in 
fact without a valid franchise. The 
stipulation by which the former 
suit was dismissed, not being an 
act of.the city’s legislative body, 
could not prevent the city from 
instituting a new suit. 

A Significant Fact. 

A significant fact is that the 
street railway company has con- 
tinued to pay the franchise taxes 
on other lines the franchises of 
which have expired since that date, 
but upon which extension -of the 
right to operate under the Transit 
Co. franchise has not been chal- 
lenged by the city. 

The Union Depot Railroad Co. 
franchise expired Jah. 11, 1927, 
but the company for two years has 
continued to pay its two franchise 
taxes of $5000 and $3000 annually. 
The Southwestern Railway fran- 
cl4se expired April 1, 1928, but the 
company this year paid its annual 
franchise tax of $2000.

Under the plan for a modern 
psychopathic hospital every suf- 
ferer from a mental disorder who 
was placed in charge of the State, 
would first go into this hospital for 
observation and treatment. When 
the physicians became convinced 
there was no hope that the patient 
could be benefited, he would be 
sent on to one of the four older 
hospitals, where the problem would 
be largely one of housing. 


Saving Money for the Counties. 

Under the proposed plan coun- 
ties which now pay to the State 
a part of the cost of supporting 
each -insane charity patient from 
the time he is sent to a State hos- 
pital, would be relieved of the 
burden during the period the pa- 
tient was under treatment at the 
psychopathic hospital. When it 
was determined the patient was: in- 
curable and he was sent on to an 
insane hospital, the county would 
begin its payments. 

Ricketts said the records showed 

that the average life of a patient 
who remained in an insane hospi- 
tal more than one year was eight 
and one-half years. From this he 
argued that the cure and discharge 
within a year of a mentally dis- 
ordered patient would result in an 
economic saving to the State. 
, JAs has been told Rickett's rec- 
ommendation was for an expendi- 
ture of from $13,800,000 to $15,- 
000,000 for the rehabilitations of 
the ele@mosynary institutions and 
for the erection of trachoma and 
psychopathic hospitals.

ENGLAND AND HOLLAND SHARE 
NOBEL PRIZE IN MEDICINE 


STOCKHOLM, Nov. 1.—The No- 
bel prize in medicine for 1929 has 
been divided between Dr. Frederick 
Gowland Hopkins, professor of bio- 
chemistry at the University of Cam- 
bridge, England,‘and Dr. C. Eijk- 
mann, a professor,at the University 
of Utrecht, Holland, the Caroline 
Institute of Stockholm announced 
last night. 

Dr. Hopkins was borh in 1861 
and has been one of the pioneers 
in the study of vitamins.

Oct. 31.—(By Wireless)—On trail 
just south of latitude 80, Oct. 29. 
The peaceful barrier showed -its 
sternest front today when the 


montony of 160 miles of unexcit- 
ing sledging was broken by our ef- 
forts to penetrate the maze of 
crevasses, covered chasms and 
hollow haycocks 11 miles south 
of depot No. 3. 
' The tents were pitched tonight 
between two pitfalls three miles 
east of the scene of our escapes 
from whatever is below the count- 
less hollow crustg_over which we 
passed. The barrier trémbles and 
roars occasionally as new traps 
open in this area where the pres- 
sure of the ice is equalized. 
From 81 south this morning a 
long line of knolls, jagged peaks 
and rolling domes fglistened ma- 
jestically on the crest of a hill- 
top stretching east and ey We 
had gone five miles when ‘Bursey, 
who was leading the roped cara- 
van, swung his sied to a halt. His 
dogs were on the roof of a round 
hollow pit 50 feet in diameter. 
There were many such _§ invisible 
cavers on the ascent of the hill. 
some filled, some tridged with 
snow—evidently craters. of hay- 
cocks opened by released pressure. 
Soon crevasses—a few open, 
some filled, most of them roofed— 
lay across our path. Five miles 


to a Atop. To the south and west 
were’ graceful domes, fantastic 
peaks anl black shadows—ugly 
and forbidding lines of upheaved 
ice. To the east a deep valley was 
crossed and recrossed by scores of 
the great depresions we had 
learned to respect. Well roped, 
we planned a short reconnaissance 
on foot. Walden stepped away 
from his sied into a crevasse and 
sank down to his waist. He was 
pulled out again and went down 
into a second. We reached the 
killtop ridge running southwest be- 
tween villages of haycocks. We 
proceeded with the teams.-. 

In five minutes we were shut in 
by hollow domes, every step on a 
thin, trembling roof. We crossed 
a safe-looking ridge and siid down 
10 feet from an open hole with 
blackness for a bottom and turned 
the teams to the west. Bursey 
slipped over the brink of a pit as 
we crossed a narrow bridge be- 
tween it and haycocks but was 
dragged back by the rope; There 
was a 100-foot hole to the left and 
eountiess haycocks to the right. 
We followed a narrow highway 
west till a wide, thinly-covered 
crevasse blocked our path to the 
hopeless area ahead. There was 
no room to turn the tcams: between 
haycocks. Braathen, roped and 
on skis, tested the largest and we 
rushed the dogs around and over 
the dome to retrace our steps a 
few hundred yards. 

Bursey stopped to fix a harness 
and the surface sank under Braath- 
eh's sled. The teams were hur- 
ried forward and pulled him to a 
thicker roof. The route flag 
slipped through irito space below; 
everything was holiow. 

We tried vainly with many crev- 
asses but all believe we will find 
a way through to the east. 

Firm Barrier Heached. 

On trail a2 few miles farther 
south, Oct. 30.—A day of périlous 
reconnoitering over a valley check- 
ered vith crevasses and a moun- 
tain of brokeh ice, pitted and hon- 
eycombed by pressure. brought us 
to a firm barrier at midnight to- 
day, just as a fog closed in on what 
\we believe to be the most treach- 
erous area ever crossed in the Ant- 
arctic. Great upheavals have tak- 


en place here since Amundsen’s 


time. Nothing he describes can 
sompare with the last 10 miles of 
our journey.

eleemosynary institutions have been made to the 
State Survey Commiséion by Senator Painter and 
Representative Ricketts, who were detailed by the 
commission to examine the requirements of those in- 


»/atitutions. Mr, Painter's report, fixing the penal 
jneeda at $6,000,000, has been app 


by the com- 


mission. Mr. Ricketts’ report is to be considered at 


a later meeting. 
The Painter report is exhaustive. It proposes sul- 


stantial improvements in the various plants—the 


penitentiary at Jefferson City, the Boonville Re 
formatory and the industrial schools at Chillicothe 
and Tipton. The largest single item is the purchase 
of 10,000 acrés of land, with equipment. Its pur: 
pose is to provide employment for prisoners, many 
of whom are now idle, to relieve a,dangerous and dis- 
graceful congestion. Such a farm, efficiently. op- 
erated, would contribute importantly to the main- 
tenance of the penitentiary, it is argued, would re- 
establish men in self-respect, prepare them for the 
duties of citizenship at the expiration of their sen- 
tences, and bring Missouri within the fold of en- 
lightened practical penology. 

The Painter proposals will doubtless be approved 
as advisable by public opinion. Their practicability 
will, however, be questioned. Where is the money 
to come from? That question will be asked of all 
the recommendations contained in the commission's 
report. And the answer, of course, is obvious. The 
people of Missouri must provide it by taxation. They 
must vote a bond issue to meet the necessities of 
State institutions and the Legislature must provide 
revenue to pay the bonds and maintain -the institu- 
tions. 

Taxation is a harsh word, but that is the only way 
out. As a State we have obligations to meet. We 
must take decent care of Dur law breakers and in- 
corrigibles. Mr. Painter and Mr. Ricketts, both 
authorized and qualified to say what decent care is, 
and what it will cost, have spoken. Other members 
of the commission are yet to be heard. Our educa- 
tional needs will presently be stated in final terms 
and figures. «We have been delinquent in all those 
obligations. We cannot go on in this delinquency. 
We, the citizens of Missouri, must carry the burden 
of citizenship. The Post-Dispatch does not. bespeak 
in advance the acceptance of the Survey Commis- 
sion’s report. We do bespeak the spirit in which 
that report should be received. 
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THE ORCHESTRA’S GOLDEN JUBILEE. 

The St. Louis Symphony Orchestra opened the cur- 
rent season this afternoon under the direction of 
E. Fernandez Arbos. Mr. Arbos will be followed in or- 
der by Bernardino Molinari, George Szell and Eu- 
gene Goossens. Soloists of distinction have been en- 
gaged. Altogether, the season begins under the 
auspices of rare promise. , 

It is desirable, traditionally as well as intrin- 
sically, that the year shall be eventful. For this is 
the orchestra’s golden jubilee. By virtue of longevity 
alone it has achieved a fixed place in the city’s his- 
tory. By legend, by character, by its imméasurable 
influence on the community, by the magic of its in- 
spiration—by so many priceless tokens, the orchestra 
is truly a St. Louis institution. 

It has had its trials as well as its triumphs, In 
that, however, it has shared the. universal lot of 
worth-while endeavor. Just now its lines are cast 
in, comparatively, easy places. Popular appreciation 
of its indispensable part in the city’s life is today 
one of the orchestra’s vital possessions. It has 
earned that esteem and will, we venture, continue to 


deserve it. 
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WESTERN WATERWAYS AND THE EAST. 
The Brooklyn Eagle dissents from Mr. Hoover's 
assurance at Louisville that the “American people are 
convinced” of the necessity for a great inland system 
of waterways. It says: 


Unfortunately, the Federal system of govern- 
ment does not afford any direct means of deter- 
minittig whether they are actually so convinced 
or not. In the case of great municipal improve- 
ments it is frequently possible to settle such a 
point by means of a popular referendum vote. 
In the absence of such a system with regard to 
a Federal scheme, the attitude of the people as a 
whole is simply good guessing. As to the senti- 
ment. of New York and, indedd, of the Atlantic 
coast in general, it has not appeared definitely 
favorable to the complete development of the 
Mississippi waterway system at the cost of, the 
United States. New Yorkers may well bear in 
mind the analogy of improvements in localities 
where not all of a municipality will receive the 
bénefit. Such improvements are often assessed 
upon those who will benefit directly. There is 
justice in this proceeding. One may reasonably 
ask to be convinced of the justice of a proceed- 
ing that charges against the population of states 
not affected a great part of the cost of develop- 
ment quite outside of their territory. The ques- 
tion of the gain to be derived from the further 
development of the Mississippi system of water- 
_ Ways. likewise mérits popular discussion. The 
people of this part of the country, and perhips 
those of the farther West, have no very definite 
notion of the subject. Perhaps President 
Hoover, before speaking of the American people 
as “convinced” should détermine, or at Teast 
‘seek to fix, the opinion of the sections not di- 
rectly affected. 


The development of the inland waterways was de- 
bated in Congress for almost a quarter of a century. 
No other domestic question has been more debated 
by the elected representatives of the people in the 
present century. We are afraid the Eagle does not 
take into account the reciprocal improvement of 
coastal waters. The co-operation which at. last put 
the Government to work upon the inland waterways 
was between Congressmen and Senators from the

HE five-day week has already made its 
T appearance in the American industrial 

scene. I do not refer to the few indus- 
tries just now suffering from over-preduc- 
tion. I mean that in lines where demand 
is at the peak, some manufacturers are act- 
ing upon their faith that skilled, willing 
und well-paid workers will produce as 
much in five days as in five and a half or 
six. Results are justifying them, and in 
my opinion the next few yéars will see 
the comparatively rapid and all but uni- 
versal adoption of the five-day week by 
the major industries. 

As it was at first derided, this tendency 
will be for a time opposed from a variety 
of angles. There are still people, now hap- 
pily diminishing in number, whose sole éco. 
nomic idea is that the workers must be 
driven as hard, as long and for as little re- 
turn ag they will stand. That idea is a 
full century out of date. 

Put briéfly and frankly, the reason for 
rroposing that industrial production be lim- 
ited to five days a week ig to give the work- 
era additional time and opportunity to func- 
tion as consumers of what they produce. 
We have got production geared up to such 
speed and efficiency in this country that 
we are faced with something mrore than 
the beginnings ef a problem of getting the 
goods we are making consumed. Every 
manufacturer, every capitalist 
with financing industry, knows this. Yet 
we could easily make half as much again 
as we are making. 

Now the American workingman, in all 
the chief indystries, is paid a high wage— 
and it ig steadily going higher. [n the mass, 
he has tremendous buying power. The 
trouble must be lack of sufficient time and 
opportunity to buy. and to use the things 
bought. It is a typically American situa- 
tion, and it fequires a solution as boldfy 
American as high wages, mass production 
and installment selling. The five-day weck 
is such a solution.

The mileage truveled by automobiles ou 
American roads any fair Sunday must pret- 
ty nearly equal the mileage covered on the 
six other days of the wéek.

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Great sums of money are constantly be-

ters of fraudulent or unsound enterprises. 
In the last few years great numbers of wage 
earners, nade wary of the smooth pro- 
moter with his miraculous promises, have 
taken to investing in legitimate stocks listed 
on the exchanges, but often with just as 
disastrous resuits, owing to their lack of 
the knowledge necessary to sound judgment. 
We thus come to the second of the two 
juost important social developments which, 
{ believe, lie just ahead of us. 

I refer to a means, a device, an institu- 
tion by which the American worké? may 
be guided in the sound investment of his 
money. He is earning the money today. 
To a great extent he is saving it, he wants 
to invest it. But he knows that investment 
is beset with the twin dangers of blue sky 
promotion on the one hand and unfamiliar- 
ity with the hazards of the legitimate stock 
market on the other hand. He loses a good 
deal ‘in both of those ways. 

Some Of us believe that it ought to be a 
not too difficult matter to direct the fiow 
of that great reservoir of capital along iines 
which will make it of more bénefit to 
everybody. If all workers become partici- 
pating owners of our industries by means 
ef stockhoidings, we shal) become in fact 
,| true industria! democracy; that is to say, 
we shall be one vast national partnership 
in the business of getting the most good 
and the most value out of iife.

Philip. Snowden, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, said that the Young 
plan, as adopted at The Hague, 
would provide Great Britain with 
sufficient German reparations to 
cover this country’s debt payments 
to the United States. He added 
that the advantages of the Hague 
settlement could be approximated 
at about $10, 000, 000 yearly for 37 
years. 

There will, therefore, be a small 
set-off each year against the ac- 
cumulated. deficit between Great 
Britain's war debt receipts and the 
payments which it has already 
made. In the current financial 
year, Snowden estimated the Ex- 
chequer will receive approximate- 
ly $165,920,000 on account of repa- 
rations and Allied war debts while 
the amount payable to the United 
States is $160,690,000. 

William Graham, president of 
the Board of Trade, announced 
that he would have to postpone a 
statement which he had intended 
to make on the coal question as ne- 
gotiations were still continuing. It 
was learned that the Government 
was running into difficulties on this 
preblem and that the mine-owners 
considered the Government propos- 
als so far reaching that they asked 
for further explanations.

TO VISIT POPE ABOUT DEC. 5 


Ceremony Will Follow That Adopt- 
ed for Reception of Albert 
of Belgium.

VATICAN CITY, Novy. 1.-—-Usual- 
ly good authority said today the 


visit of King Victor Emmanuel! to 
the Pope, long awaited since sign- 
ing of the Lateran treaty last Feb- 
ruary, probably would take place 
Dec. & or thereabouts, The cere- 
mony will follow that adopted for 
the reception of the King of the 
Belgians shortly after Pius XI was 
elevated to the Pontificate. 

Albert of Belgium was the first 
Catholic sovereign to visit the Pon- 
tiff since 1870. The forthcoming 
ceremony will be less formal than 
that accorded King Alfonso of 


iSpain, however, who, as “his most 


Catholic majesty’’ was entitled to 
special solemnities. The Pope was 
surrounded by all the Cardinals 
then in Rome at this reception. 

It was said also it was extrémely 
unlikely Pope Pius would return 
the King’s visit. The visit, there- 
fore, probably will be returned by 
Cardinal Gasparri, Papal Secretary 
of State, on behalf of the Pope.

FOR SALAD SERVICE 


Housewives Will Find This 
Very Interesting Subject 
to Study. 


The etiquette of salad service 
means knowing what kind of salad 
to serve with certain foods and 
what t;pe of dressing is best suited 
to that salad. , 

It meang serving the salad as 
daintily as possible and in such a 
way as to make the service simple 


jand convenient for the person be- 


ing served. 

Depending upon the kind of 
meal, salads may be served as the 
main course, as a separate course 
ollowing the main course, or as an 

ccompaniment to the main -course. 

Those best suited to take the 
piace of a main dish are meat, 
meat “substitutes,” fish and cer- 
tain substantial vegetable salads. 

For the luncheon or suppef at 
which salad is to be the main dish 
it may either be served from the 
pantry on individual plates or ar- 
ranged in a salad bowl or on a 
platter which will be passed to 
each person. 

When you follow the last method 
arrange the lettuce in individual 
nests by fitting two or three leaves 
together, stem ends toward the 
center... Fill the nests with the salad 
mixture and garnish harmoniously. 
In this way each person can easily 
himself with the aid of a 
large spoon and fork. For buffet 
suppers this manner of serving is 
very convenient. 

lf the salad is to be a separate 
course at luncheon or dinner, 
choose one which is not too heavy 
to go with the rest of the.meal. 

Everything pertaining, to the 
former course should be removed 
from the table before the salad is 
served. Then place the individual 
salad plate directly in front of each 
person. 

Salads made of acid fruits or 
light vegetables, as well as the 
plain greens, are appropriate to 
serve in this way. Use the lighter, 
slightly acid dressings whenever 
a heavy meat course has preceded 
the salad course — mayonnaise is 
too rich to accompany a hearty 
meal, 

In general only green salads, 
served with a simple, rather tart 
dreasing, should accompany hot 


meats and fish. They should be); 


placed at the left of the dinner 
place after the hot foods have been 
served. 

The dressing may be put on the’ 
salad immediately before serving or 
it may be passed aftér the salad is 


Crisp crackers are alee passed 
at this time. 

Sometimes the waabaie prefers to 
serve her salad at’ the table. A 
pretty way to do this is to line a 
deep salad bowl with the. crisp 
salad greens and mound up the 
other ingredients in the center. The 
hostess serves the salad from the 
bowlto the individual plates.

foods are at their best and cheap- 
est at the same time.

study of the market reports . will 
offer much help and increase one’s. 
knowledge of food supplies consid- 
erably. 


Sausage e 
when the leaves turn and eile 
uppear, sausages and griddle cakes 
are in great demand, especially for 
Sunday morning breakfasts, as that 
is the day in the week when a lei- 
surely meal can generally be en- 
joyed. 
Much has been said about our 
custom of heavy breakfasts and 
targe midday ge iy on ae 
but we are more or less creature 
of habit, and it will take lode 
than the “blue Monday” Pe hHte 
to make us change our way of S 
day eating. 
According to those who keep 
health in mind, the heavy break- 
fast will do no harm if some brisk 
exercise is taken before dinner, 
But where little or no exercise is 
the custom, best eat a light break- 
fast, if you would enjoy your din- 
ner without regrets. 
In planning. this week's meals, 
you will note that the popular 
sausage and griddle cakes just 
mentioned are used as the piece 
de resistance for breakfast. I have 
suggested baked sausage because 
that it is a much simpler way of 


jcooking them than frying. The 


flavor is better, they require little 
or no watching, and there is. no 
danger of being burned by sput- 
tering grease. 

Prick the sausages, place close 
together in a baking pan und bake 
in a hot oven for 15 to 20 minutes, 
depending on the thickness of the 
sausage. 

Baked Peppers 

The baked peppers served with 
the broth, or rather as the main 
course, may be stuffed with shrimp 
and bread crumbs or with a. vege- 
table combination of corn, lima 
beans, pimento and bread crumbs. 
A very small amount of garlic is 
an addition to either mixture. If 
the shrimp are used, on2 cupful 
will be needed for four large pep- 
pers, and they may be either the 
canned or fresh cooked Chop or 
cut them fine and add two cups 
soft bread crumbs, cne tafrlespoon 
minced parsley, a pin point of gar- 
lic, salt and pepper to season and 
a beaten egg. If necessary add a 
little hot water to moisten the 
crumbs. 

Cut the stem ends from the pep- 
pers, remove the seeds ard scald 
the peppers. Drain and st.'ff with 
the: mixture. Place upright in a 
baking pan, cover the bottom of 
the pan with water and bake 'in a 
moderate oven until tender. or for 
about 40 minutis Serve with a 
tomato or brown sauce. 


CAKES MADE WITH SORGHUM 
AGAIN IN POPULAR FAVOR 


In Great-Grandmother’s Time This 
Sweetening Was Generally 
Used In Pastries. 

For a tasty loaf cake cook one- 
half pint of sorghum over fire until 
very hot, pour this over one-fourth 
pound butter and stir into it one 
teaspoonful soda, dissolved in two 
tablespoons water, add one-half 
cup water, one tablespoonful gin- 
ger, and pastry flour to-make a 
thin batter, usually about three 
cupfulls, Turn into shallow pan and 

bake in quick oven, 
Ginger Cookies. . 
Two cups lard, two cups sugar, 
one cup sorghum, one cup boiling | 
water, two teaspoons ginger, one 
teaspoon cinnamon, One teaspoon 
soda, orfe teaspoon baking powder. 
Cream sugar and lard, add ginger, 
cinnamon and sorghum. Stir well, 
add soda dissolved in the boiling 
water, stir again thoroughly. Add 
flour to make a soft dough, cover 
lightly with flour, set in a cool 
place. Mix one day and bake the 


next. 
Ginger Snaps. 

One cup sorghum, two teaspoons 
baking wdeér, two teaspoons gin- 
ger, th and one-half cups flour, 
one-ha:. cup buéter, one and one- 
half teaspoons salt. Boil molasses 
two minutea, pour on butter and 
cool, Sift together flour, baking 
powder, ginger and salt and add to 
sorghum. Chill, Roll as thin as 
possible on/floured board and bake 
in moderate oven, 

One cup of oatmeal, one cup of 
fiour, one-half cup butter, one- 
balf cup sugar, two tablespoons of 
sorghum, one-half cup chopped 
raisins, one fourth teaspoon cinna- 
mon, one-half teaspoon soda, one- 
fourth cup sweet -milk, pinch of 
salt, and two eggs. Mix sugar, but- 
ter and sorghuia together, add the 
milk and eggs. Sift flour, salt, cin- 
namon and soda together, and add 
together with the oatmeal,. After 
stirring thoroughly, add the raisins 
and lJrop on tins and bake.

Roast veal makes the main dish 
for the Sunday dinner. Since some 
acid food is best served with veal 
as a digestive aid, we are serving 
a clear tomato soup as a_ first 
course and using a lemon dressing 
with the veal. Select a piece of 
meat from the leg. shoulder -or 
loin and have all or part of the 
bone removed so as to make a 
pocket to hold ‘the stuffing. Buy 
a large enough piece ta serve with 
curry sauce on Monday night, and 
save all the bones for the veal 
broth, 

Stuffing for Veal. 

The stuffing is made from two 
cups of stale breadcrumbs, the 
grated rind and the juice of one 
lemon; one-fourth cup melted fat. 
one teaspoon salt, one tablespoon 
minced parsiey and enough hot 
water to moisten. Mix well 
stuff the pocket in the veal. Sew 
or tie securely, rub the meat with 
cooking oil or with melted fat and 
sprinkle with ‘ salt, pepper and 
flour. 

Cover and cook in a hot ovén 


heat to moderate and continue 
cooking, allowing 30 minutes for 
each pound of meat. A covered 
pan does away with the necessity 
for basting; if it is not available. 
baste the meat every 20 minutes 
with the fat that forms in the 
pan. 
Curried Véal. 

Curried meats are usually en- 
joyed, though the flavor is one that 
some people have to accustom 
themselves to before they really 
like it. Curry powder is a mix- 
ture of spices, very hot and highly 
seasoned, and is used extensively 
in India. It may be bought in 
small botties at almost any good 
grocery. and a bottle will last the 
average family for a year or longer. 
Veal and chicken are especially 
good with curry. If you do not 
wish to use it, make a cream sauce 
and add any left over gravy to it, 
seasoning it with a few grains of 
nutmeg, a little grated lemon rind, 
salt and pgpper. Reheat the meat 
in this and serve with boiled rice. 
This is called “blanquette of veal.”’ 

Veal Broth. 

The veal bones and any scraps of 
leftover meat are used to make 
the broth. Have the bones well 
cracked, cover them with. cold 
water and add one tablespoon salt. 
Let stand for at least an hour, then 
heat slowly to the boiling: point. 
add a large onion, two carrots, 
diced, two sprigs of partiey and 
a stalk of celery. Cover and sim- 
mer for two hours. Strain to re- 
move the bones, add the leftover 
meat cut in small pieces and one- 
half cup of rice. Be sure that 
| the broth has enough salt. Cook 
slowly for one-half hour longer or 
until the rice is done.

Y visit to the United States 
M had two aspects. Primarily, I 

went as the daughter of my 
father,.on an official mission. But 
with the Prime Minister's daugh- 
ter came another self, the Lon- 
don County Councillor, peered 
in-social reform. 


Surprise lias been expressed at 
my intense interest in social work, 
my eagerness to visit day nurseriés, 
juvenile courts, settlement houses, 
instead «of only filling my time 


wonder why this seemed phenom- 
enal te some people. 


True, I have elected nowadays 
to give most of my time to public 
activities on the London County 
Council and Labor party propa- 
ganda, besides being hostess at 
Downing Street... But once a wom- 
an has become alive to the evils 
existing in ‘the society in which 
she lives, once she has thrown 
herself heart and soul into the 
movement for the betterment or 
conditions among the masses of 
people, she never can lose her ab- 
sorption in their problems. 


These problems are the same no 
matter which side of the Atlantic 
is their setting, in spite of the rep- 
utation of America for prosperity. 
Though a large number of Ameri- 
can working men and their fami- 
lies live comfortably in the United 
States, there still remain many 
persons who are overwhelmed by 
the flood of disaster, ill health ane 
squalor. 

While I was in New York and 
in Washington I tried to observe 
something of how Americans deal 
with their problems. Mine could be 
only a surface view, for there was 
not tigne enough to examine every 
phase of welfare work minutely. 

But two impressions stand out: 

First: Social work in the United 
States strikes me as being more 
introspective than social work in 
Great Britain. Everything that is 
done in America is thoroughly an- 
alyzed. JI heard of an American 
book recently published -in which 
the habits, tastes, desires, houses, 
clothing, automobiles and ideals of 
every citizen of a town in the 
Middle West were tabulated. This 
is the sort of looking-within-them- 
selves that Americans so often do. 


Similarity rather than differ- 

rence. When I visited the up- 
town clinic of the Henry Street 
Settlement in New York and saw 
the babies there who had had 
their tonsils removed, I thought, 
“they might be London children!”’ 
I was informed some 15 nation- 
alities were represented in.that 
building, but I could not tell one 
from the other. Orn the whole, 
they were fairly heathy children, 
too, although I knew they came 
from sium districts in which it is 
always a surprise to me to find 
children surviving. 

Social work in America and at 
home have come to mean more and 
more to modern young women. I 
am but an example of a great 
body of young people who are 
striving, sometimes futilely, some- 
times effectively, to imiprove condi- 
tions under which people live, or 
to make up in some way for the 
sufferings they undergo. 

The normal young woman wants 
to do something to better social 
conditions On the whole, the 
flapper has been deceiving the 
public. She has been hiding her 
inner feelings under an attitude of 
gayety. She has much more feel- 
ing for humanity than the world 
realizes. It is her frivolous side 
she showa, and the onlooker ac- 
cepts that as her whole character. 

Underneath the modern girl's 
fun-loving exterior, there is an 
earnestness about the problems of 
the world: She may not always 
find a means of expression, but 
the interebt is imbedded deep. 
That is why the young girl and the 
newly-married women, as well as 
the mother who has brought up a 
family and sent. it out into the 
world, are the logical persons to 
do social work. . 

I think every girl ought to have 
the training which makes it possi- 
ble for her to go to work for her 
living, even if she does not take 
up the profession for which she is 
trained. In England, it is not us- 
ual for a married woman to go out 
to work. The overfill labor mar- 
ket makes her competition unwel- 
come. But there is always socia! 
service. It serves to broaden her 
outlook and to deepen her interest 
in the world around her as well as

WoO kinds of social services are 
T open today to the women who 

are free to enter it—voluntary 
and professional. The voluntary 
workers make up the larger class. 
They form little groups for specific 
purposes, working independently of 
other groups, and often duplicating 
the efforts of other groups. It is 
these independent groups I have 
credited with occasional “patch- 
work” social service. Lacking a 
central office to direct them with a 
sweeping program in view, their 
perfectly good intentions often ex- 
press themselves in temporary 
measures and wasteful procedure. 
They waste huge quantities of en- 
ergy, rare valuable energy. raising 
funds for these activities. 


But in spite of occasional bilun- 
ders, voluntary social workers are 
extremely important. They make 
up the bulk of the workers: Under 
the directions of trained, paid s0- 
cial workers they exercise enor- 
mous power for good, providing 
they have also that natural talent 
for social work which is so vital to 
success in this field as talent for 
painting is in the field of art. 

I do not believe in charity in the 
old sense of the word. ‘Women 
have no right to go into the slums 
to visit the poor, saying patroniz- 
ingly: “I must help the poor!” i! 
am gigd to say this type of social] 
work¢r is going out of fashion. We 
regafd the poor as friends and not 
as’people through whom we satisfy 
our desire for a eense of super- 
iority. The war brought about this 
change, I am told. although my 
knowledge of social service before 
the war springs largely from hear- 
say, because I was too young then 
to take any active part. 

With more trained paid workers 
in the field, this. condescer-ding at- 
titude would vanish completely. 
From my own observation I should 
say in the United States there are 
more paid social workers than in 
Great Britain, as well as a greater 
number of private organizztions to 
administer social we fare. An edu- 
cated, independent. self-respecting 
young woman working for her liy- 
ing among the poor and wretched 


is not likely to take a holer-than- 
thou air with her into a humble 
home. But in both countries there 
stil] is a dearth of wamen educated 
to do professiona! social service. 


HE teaders in Great Britain 
T are girls who have had such 

special training as I was hav- 
ing when my father first went to 
Downing street, and whick I had 
to abandon to become his hostess. 
Recently standards tor professional 
social workers have gone up. amaz- 
ingly. In my time I was training 
to be a health visito. which meant 
I intended compieting some social 
science course and should learn a 
smattering of nursing. Now, to be 
a health visitor, J] shoula have to 
be a registered trained nuee. 

The power of the trained social 
worker ig remarkable. What re- 
pect mothers have for a dniform! 
That is because it is a certificate 
of training and experience 

I remember when I was going 
around following up cases for my 
school care committee in the Bow 
and Bromiley section of London, I 
sometimes chanced to 
straight brown cloth cvat and

TASKS THAT TEACH 


VERY home can offer chiid- 

ren the opportunity to do vari- 

ous smal] jobs and remunerate 
therm. 

There are, for instance, leaves 
to be raked, the yard to be tidied, 
trash to be carried out, dishes to 
be dried and errand. to be run, 

‘It. is good for children to do 
work for which they are paid. 
Nothing else wili so quickly teach 
theni the value of money. But the 
tasks which a child undertakes 
should ve carefully selected. They 
should be neither too long. nor too 
difficult. They should be the sort 
of thing that he or she is really 
able to do well. 

Discretion is necessa:. in deter- 
mining what tasks should be com- 
pensated with money. When the

He should never be paid (for 
work which he is compeljed to do.

The conditions of all work which 
is done for pay in the adult werld, 
ideally at least. are that both em- 
ployer and employe should enter 
voluntarily into the agreement. 

There should be a clear’ under- 
standing of the amount and quality 
of work to be done with usually 
some stipulation as to when it 
must be completed. The agree- 
ment should be entered into in 
good faith with the understanding 
that the failure of either party to 
live up to hig share of the bargain 
voids the contract. 

These are also the conditions 
under which a child should do 
work for which he is paid. They 
will make clear the distinction be- 
tween work done for love, work 
done as a duty and work done for 
money. It will be a realistic prep- 
aration for a wholesome attitude 
towards work in adult life.

But there is always social 
service. It serves to broaden her 
outlook and to deepen her interest 
in the world around her as well as

are free to enter it—voluntary 
and professional. The voluntary 
workers make up the larger class. 
They form little groups for specific 
purposes, working independently of 
other groups, and often duplicating 
the efforts of other groups. It is 
these independent groups I have 
credited with occasional “patch- 
work’ social service. Lacking a 
central office to direct them with a 
sweeping program in view, their 
perfectly good intentions often ex- 
press themselves in temporary 
measures and wasteful procedure. 
They waste huge quantities of en- 
ergy, rare valuable energy. raising 
funds for these activities. 


But in spite of occasional blun- 
ders, voluntary social workers are 
extremely important. They make 
up the bulk of the workers Under 
the directions of trained, paid so- 
cial workers they exercise enor- 
mous power for good, providing 
they have also that natural talent 
for social work which is so vital io 
success in this field as talent for 
painting is in the field of art. 

I do not believe in charity in the 
old sense of the word. Women 
have no right to go into the slums 
to visit the poor, saying patroniz- 
ingly: “I must ‘help the poor!” I! 
am giad to say this type of social 
worker is going out of fashion. We 
regard the poor as friends and not 
as people through whom we satisfy 
our d@esire for a sense of super- 
iority. The war brought about this 
change, I am told. although my 
knowledge of social service before 
the war springs largely from hear- 
say, because I was too young then 
to take any active part. 

With more trained paid workers 
in the field, this. condescer-ding at- 
titude would vanish completely. 
From my own observation I should 
say in the United States there are 
more paid social workers than in 
Great Britain, as well as a greeter 
number of private organizztions to 
administer social we fare. An edu- 
cated, independent, self-rexpecting 
young woman working for her liy- 
ing among the poor and wretched

is not likely to take a holier-than- 
thou air with her into a humble 
home. But in both countrics there 
stil] is a dearth of women educated 
to do professiona! social service.

Downing street, and whiclk I had 
to abandon to become his hostess. 
Recently standards tor professional 
social workers have gone up amaz- 
ingly. In my time I was training 
to be a health visito., which meant 
I intended competing some ‘social 
science course and should tearn a 
smattering of pursing. Now, to be 
a health visitor, J] shouvla have to 
be a registered trained nu: ee. 

The power of the trained social 
worker ig remarkable. What re- 
pect mothers have for a dniform! 
That is because it is a certificate 
of training and experience 

I remember when 1 was going 
around following up cases for my 
school care committee in the Bow 
and Bromiey section of London, I 
sometimes chanced -to wear a 
straight brown cloth cvat and 
brown hat. Some thought this was 
anurse’s uniform With fliem, my 
words carried more weiaht than 
with other mothers, who had not 
happened to see the brown coat 
and hat. because when I stoke so 
garbed I had the authority of a 
professional person. My words, in 
other clothes, were -eceived as the 
advice of a yeung. inexrerienced 
West End lady. ; 

Every social worker must have 
the talent for making people like 
her. A tactless person never can 


be a successfui home vis“or or a; 


club organizer no matter how 
kind her motives. She can take 
charge of office routine, keep rec- 
ords, make reports. But she must 
not be sent out to do the human 
side of the work; as she often is 
now because there is a shcitage.of 
well-equipped voluntary workers.

I was 
only partly trained, because my 
schooling had been interrupted in 
December, 1925, when the Labor 
party came into power. I had had 


“one year and one term at King’s 
College for Women, the only col- 


lege in England which gives a 
combined household and social 
acie course. I became secretary 
of the care committee of an East 
End school, It was my duty to 
follow up cases for which doctors 
had recommended treatment. I 
went into work as a preparation 
for the London County Council, 
which even then was my chosen 
field for ~ocial service. j 

The care commi work was 
worth while. What joy. actually 
to see-a child change mentally and 
physi¢ally because of some minor 
operation undertaken through my 
efforts! 

I never have felt that one could 
put right “The injustices of society 
through social service alone, In 
the last analysis social work must 
be a furiction of government. It 
is not enough for a municipality 
or county or national government 
merely to encourage welfare work. 
The government must take the re- 
sponsibility, must put an end to 
opportunities for “patchwork” é6o- 
cial service; stop all waste of time 
and energy in the petty business 
of raising funds for private chari- 
ties, and see that energy is used 
for more constructive work. 


teach people how to demand 
their own rights. I wuever 
have liked the idea of having peo- 
ple spoon-fed by social workers. 
But the mofe I see of life in Lon- 
don—and I know the same is true 
in New York. Chicago and other 
American cities with Blum districts 
—the more I realize that education 
cannot bring about sociai justice 
by itself.

The general 
health of poor people is so affected 
by the way they liye that they 
cannot benefit by education as 
fully as they should.

A large part of the blame for 
this state of affairs is laid on the 
indulgent methods of wealthy for- 
eigners resident in France.

They 
are picking up a smattering of En- 
glish or Spanish in their dealings 
with Sg@ople from the Americas, 
North and South. Quite a few of 
these new-type domestics have 
learned to expect heated bedrooms, 
electric lights and convenient 
kitchens. 

The standards of the old-style 
French m:.:j of all work are not 
exaggerated. She is content if she 
has a good coal stove, coid rupning 
water in the kitchen and plenty of 
space to hang her pots and pans.
